GOP Split On 
Red Hunt End 


Some Seek Way Out 
On McCarthy Charges 


WASHINGTON, May 1— (AP) 
—Senate Republicans were re­ 
ported split 
today by a 
move 
among some of their members to 
seek an early end to the inquiry 
into Senator McCarthy’s Com- 
munist-in-government charges. 
A foreign relations subcommit­ 
tee headed by Senator Tydings 
(D-Md) continues its investig a­ 
tion with testimony from Freda 
Utley in connection with “ Soviet 
spy” charges leveled by the Wis­ 
consin Republican against Owen 
Lattimore, Far Eastern ex pert. 
McCarthy has said Miss Utley, 
whom he identified as a former 
Communist, told him in 194€ Lat­ 
timore had “ definitely decided to 
throw in his lot with the totali­ 
tarian enemies of America.” 
McCarthy’s contention that Lat­ 
timore was the principal archi­ 
tect of the State Department’s 
Far Eastern policy was sharply 
¡denied over the weekend by for­ 
mer Secretary of State Cordull 
Hull, J ames F. Byrnes and Georgs 
C. Marshall, and by Dean Ache- 
son, the present Secretary. 
Together, 
their denials cover 
the whole period since 1932, ex ­ 
c e p t for a brief span between Hull 
and Byrnes, when the late Ed­ 
ward Stettinius was Secretary. 
From Phoenix , Ariz., where he 
is undergoing sinus treatment, 
McCarthy said: “ If Mr. Lattimore 
was not the salesman for the Com­ 
munist 
party, then I ask 
Mr. 
Acheson and his friends who did 
the selling job.” 
There were reports that some 
leading Republicans are casting 
about for convenient way to call 
an early 
halt to the 
politics- 
packed inquiry. 
Two GOP Senators who asked 
not to be quoted by name told a 
reporter they are looking around 
for some method of winding up 
an affair they 
said they don’t 
think is ever going to bring a 
clearcut decision one way or the 
other on McCarthy’s charges.

WASHINGTON, May 1— (AP) 
—Eleven House Republicans ac­ 
cused the Agricultural Depart­ 
ment today of ignoring “ the small 
and middle-sized farmers raising 
fruits and vegetables.” 
They said in a statement that 
Congress has passed legislation 
specifically directing that funds 
alloted to the department from 
customs receipts be used princip­ 
ally to assist growers of perish- 
abie commodities not covered by 
mandatory price support. 
“ A recent report by the D e-: 
partment of Agriculture has dis­ 
closed that the secretary of agri- \ 
culture has seen fit to ignore th e , 
producers 
of 
these 
perishable 
commodities and their needs.” 
the statement said. “ Further, he 
has seen fit to disregard the law 
and the clear intent of Congress ” 
The Republicans said the de­ 
partment has $125,606,9 8 2 avail­ 
able from customs receipts dur­ 
ing the current fiscal year, but 
allocated only $69 ,7 29 ,29 2 during 
the first nine months—J uly 1, 
19 49 , to March 31. 19 50. 
“ A total of $33,9 9 9 ,8 36, or over 
one-half of the funds allocated, 
appear to have been used for 
such non-perishables as cotton, 
flaxseed, peanuts, grain, sorgh­ 
ums and wheat — all of which 
are under price support programs 
authorized by law, and such per­ 
ishables as milk, butter, eggs, po­ 
tatoes and honey that are already 
covered by law and by 
price 
support programs.”
